PARIS, July 80—"Words cannot diminish the confidence of the 
country,” said Alexandre F. Ribot, the French minister of finance, re- 
plying today to another violent attack made by Deputy Leon Accam- 
bray, in the chamber of deputies, Calling attention tu the deputy-s 
philippic “lecturing of the chamber,” the aged finance minister re- 
plied to the charge that the present government had emasculated the 
country by saying: 


“Never has the country been more virile. The government does | 
its duty, as the chamber also can, The country will judge us, At | 
this hour should alone be reiterated the steadfast purpose of the na- 


tion to do its whole duty to obtain victory.” 

An attempted effort made by deputies Accambray and Emmanuel 
Brousse to stampede the chamber and give them an opportunity to 
inject politics into the military affairs of the country fell flat. The 
direct taxation bill which was under discussion was put to a vote fol- 
lowing finance minister Ribot’s reply to deputy Accambray's attack, 
and the measure was passed 490 to 1. 

In an earlier attack upon the government made June 24th De- 
puty Accambray affirmed that the salaried secretary of the army was 
responsible for the d@uths of many soldiers; he expressed regret that 
the national resources were being extravagantly dispersed and he de- 
plored what he termed a lack of foresight displayed in preparing 
adequate supplies and munitions,

ALBERTA’S NEW FARM SCHOOLS, 

The following is an editorial repro- 
duced from the ‘Boston Daily Tran- 
script: 

New England’ s deep concern in 
whatever offers a possibility of agri- 
cultural development makes Alberta's 
experiment in agricultural education 
interesting. The Canadian province 
has just completed its first year of 
experience with a system of farm 
schools created by the minister of ag- 
riculture. Hon. ‘Duncan’ Marshall. 
They promise in certain ways to be 
the most helpful schools yet organized 
by either the provinces or the states. 
“From the soil up” briefly expresses 
the original conception ofthis form 
of school. (Before a provincial agricul- 
tural College shail be established, 
schools for instruction in the immedi- 
ateart and practice of agriculture ale 
first to be created, in which boys and 
girls who may not have completed a 
high school or even a grade course 
can find opportunity to Jearn sound 
farming methods. The great majority 
of rural youth are to be trained be- 
fore Alberta makes any provision for 
the One per cent: or so of young peu- 
ple who maybe expected to attend 
an ugricultural college. «In the year 
recently ended, three of these schools 
were in operation ,each on «a govern- 
ment demonstration farm, that was 
expected to be-self-supporting itself, a

include prominently the officers of 
the provincial department of agricul- 
ture, the farm superintendents and 
managers and leading farmers 
brought jn from their own fields to 
give instruction, and even the season 
assigned to instruction is to adapt it- 
self, to agriculture, for the pupils 
spend five months in the school and 
seyen months in labor on the home 
farms, 

The Alberta schogls, therefore, may 
loosely be compared to the vocational 
agricultural high schools recently es- 
tablished fh Massachusetts, Both aim 
first of all at knowledge of the land 


and its productive cultivation; both 
make intellectual excellence subor- 
dinate to ability in practice; both 
claim the farm boy and giri; both 


train them to and by contact with 
the soll and its actual problems in an 
environment of real farming. And 
both represent a feeling, that is grow- 
ing in strength, that if the schools of 
agriculture justify themselves for ec- 
onomic and not for political and intel- 
lectual reasons they must get closer 
to the people themselves who dweil 
upon and use the land. 

Since the establishment of our 
tand grant colleges in the course of 
the war between the States the em- 
phasia of our problem to a consider- 
able extent has shifted; now it is less 
u Political problem, and more an ec- 
vnomic problem, Willy-nilly, we are 
being driven to put first the ques- 
tion, how are we to sustain and feed 
our population? We may well enquire 
whether the “bench” school methods 
of farm edycation are capable of de- 
veloping a rural population tntellec 
tually as agile and alert as we could 
desire; they fraukly  ackaowledge 
themseles to be adapted to moderate 
abilitieys and the existence of a ma- 
terlally prosperous but spiritually dull 
population has more than once affect- 
ed national destinies. But that these 
methods seem suited to the immediate 
increase of agricultural products and 
to improvement of lands otherwise 
almost certain to suffer ‘depletion can 
scarcely be denied--and our day of 
economic need is in Bight, 

Unfortunately, our educational 
methods of providing for this day all 
appear to involve more. or less the 
Sradual stratification; of our people 
into classes, self-constituted, self-ac- 
cepeted, and, indeed, gelfswelcomed. 
The answer to this objection may be 
that the material welfare of every 
class precedes. _ its x intellectual and 
spiritual advVance—a pranosition that 
is open to discussion. ‘Alberta's pro- 
biem, as a new country, however, and 
as a province distinctly agricultural in 
its natural resources,is- considerably 
different in its elements from the pro- 
blem of older Massachusetts, marked 
by nature to be more industrial than 
agricultugal, and young Alberta: has 
decided boldly on the education of its 
youth directly for that station in so- 
cial and economic life to which they 
have been called. Not least significant 
of all these facts is. perhaps . ithis— 
that |the new province and the old 
state are simultaneously adopting es- 
sentially._the same plan fer bringing 
about economic efficiency in the one 
calling that is almost indispensable 
to human welfare—agriculture.
